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Claim: 

A sheet-like pack in which a skin-conditioning ingredient is blended in a cross- 
linked type hydrous gel comprising polyacrylic acid and/or polyacrylate water and 
cross-linking agent as the essential ingredient. 

3. Detailed Description of the Invention 

The present invention concerns a pack used for skin conditioning and beauty 
treatment and, more in particular, it relates to a sheet-like pack agent not requiring 
drying for forming a film as in existent jelly packing agents, capable of attaching and 
detaching in one touch and providing an excellent beauty effect. 

Heretofore, OAV type emulsion or jelly packing agents having a film-forming 
property containing a water soluble polymer such as polyvinyl alcohol have been 
generally known. Such packing agents are intended to provide a beauty effect by 
removing stains and keratin on the skin and impregnating the skin conditioning 
ingredient into the skin by the operations of taking out the agent by a required amount 
upon use from a vessel such as a tube, coating the same on a face or the like and 
removing by face washing or peeling dried films after drying. However, such packing 
agents involve various problems such that hands and fingers are stained upon coating, 
it takes much time till drying and can not be peeled off easily upon having an 
unexpected visitor, the agent has to be coated again from the first after peeling, the 
thickness of the packing layer is not uniform since it is difficult to uniformly extend the 
packing agent upon coating and, accordingly, the effect of the skin conditioning 
ingredient contained in the packing agent is also not uniform, the strength of the dried 
film is not sufficient and it is difficult to obtain a uniform film thickness, so that the 
film is broken or a portion thereof remains on the skin upon peeling. 

For improving the drawbacks, an adhesive sheet-like pack has been proposed, in 
which a skin conditioning: 



ingredient and a tackifying ingredient are incorporated in a hydrous polymeric film or 
sheet containing 30 to 95% by weight of a continuous oily phase comprising a polymeric 
material and an oil ingredient and 5 to 70% by weight of an aqueous dispersion phase 
formed by emulsifying water particles by an emulsifier into the continuous phase. 
However, the pack involves a problem of lacking in adhesion with the skin and a 
problem of not causing shrinkage or like other change to the packing agent itself since 
the water particles are incorporated into the oily continuous phase, so that no moderate 
skin stimulation required for providing the beauty effect can be given, and 
improvement therefor has been demanded at present. 

The present inventors, et al have made an earnest study for overcoming the 
drawbacks of the adhesive sheet-like pack and, as a result, have found that a moderate 
skin stimulation optimal to obtain the beauty effect can be obtained by using, as a 
substrate, a cross-linked type hydrous gel comprising, as the essential ingredient, 
polyacrylic acid and/or polyacrylate, water and a cross-linking agent as the essential 
ingredient, and have accomplished the present invention. 

That is, the present invention provides a sheet-like pack in which a skin- 
conditioning ingredient is blended in a cross-linked type hydrous gel comprising 
polyacrylic acid and/or polyacrylate, water and a cross-linking agent as the essential 
ingredient. 

Since the sheet-like pack according to the present invention can provide packing 
by merely appending the sheet-like pack to a portion to be treated, for example, on a 
face, with no requirement for coating on the skin and subsequent drying to form a film, 
it has no worry of contaminating hands. In addition, since the sheet-like pack can be 
detached easily, it has a merit capable of provisionally detaching in the course of 
packing, for example, upon having an unexpected visitor and attaching again after 
leaving. Further, since it is in good contact with the skin and water evaporates during 
use since the water forms the continuous phase, and volume shrinkage is caused to the 
sheet-like pack to stimulate skins by such shrinkage to provide an excellent beauty 
effect. Further, since it is previously shaped into a sheet of a uniform thickness, 
uniform beauty effect can be expected over the entire surface and since the film 
strength is made uniform, it has also an advantageous feature that the film is free from 
breakage and partial residue thereof on the skin upon peeling. 

Polyacrylic acid and/or polyacrylate used upon practicing the present invention 
desirably has an average polymerization degree within a range from 100 to 100,000,

The sheet-like pack according to the present invention is desirably stored in a 
ughtly sealed vessel until it is used in view of preventing contamination during storage 
and decrease of the effect due to evaporation of the volatile materials 

Since the sheet-like pack according to the present invention has been constituted 
as escribed above, it is very convenient to handle with, a chilling effect can be obtained 
by latent heat of water upon evaporation, and evaporation of the water content causes 
***** shrinkage, which moderate* stimulates the skins to provide excellent beau;
